It Is Proposed to Look Into Their Property 
in Cook County More Carefully to Ascer- 
tain the Amount Upon Which They Should 
Pay Taxes.

After a 
long and animated discussion the proposition 
suOmitted by Mr. Cable was put to a vote, and 
was defeated by the vote of the Lilinois Cen- 
tral. All other roads seemed to favor the 
pian and voted for its adoption, but as the vote 
had to be unanimous the Illinois Central's op- 
position was sufficient to defeat it. 

The resson given by General Manager Jef- 
fery of the Illinois Central for votine against 
the scheme was that it wae altogether too com- 
prebensive and visionary, that no pool of such 
magnitude as tae one proposed by Mr. Cable 
could ever be carried out. There were too 


many conflicting elements within that vast 
territory that could never be made to work har- 


moniously, and the result of the establishment 
of such a general pool would lead to worse 
confusion in the end than had ever been ex- 
perienced before. It ig understood that sev- 
eyal other roads besides the Illinois Central 
were opposed to the scheme, although they 
voted n favor of its adoption, and they would 
have defeated it had the Illinois Central not 
come forward and done the work for them. 
The Illinois Central bad but a very small 
interest in the proposed pool, and therefore 
could better afford than any of the other lines 


to place itself on record as having defeated the 
only proposition calculated to stop the fighting 


and cutting of rates by the Western and North- 


western lines. The defeat of the pian, it is 
claimed, was not so much due to the fear that 
it was too comprehensive and visionary, or that 
itcould not. be effectively administered, as to 
the determination of some ot the roads to torce

DAKOTA ENTERS A PROTEST. 


The Constitational Convention Meets and 
Adopts Resolutions Keaffirming the Right 
of the People to Statehood. 

S10ux Fark, Dak., July 184—[Special. Da- 
kota’s Constitutional Convention reassembied 
at 10 a. m. today, with President Edgerton in 


port is not only to be biotted out in view of 
the vast deposits in the Black Hillis, but Chica- 
go is to become the manufacturing centre of 
the new acquisition of ore. 

Mr. G. E. Bailey of Rapid City, Dak., was, 
until quite recently, the United States Terri- 
torial Geologist.of Dakota, and largely located 
the vast deposits of tin ore which have 
fallen into the hands of big  capital- 
iste. He resigned his position to de- 
come the geologist, mining engineer, and 
superintendent of the Harney Peak Tin Mun- 
ing, Mulm & Manufacturing Company, which, 
owing to the amount of money actually sub- 
scribed and the fact that it has taken posses- 
sion of the great tin deposits covering an area 
of over 7,000 square miles, must be looked 
upon as the biggest mining company extant. 

Mr. Bailey is a guest at the Howeden Hotel, 
where he was interviewed last evening concern- 
ing the tin belt. He said: While the tin de- 
posits were examined ag far back as 1884 it 
was not until last May that we succeeded in 
inventing a mill tor milling the ore. The mill 
as now built and completed is the only one in 
the ‘world and 1s perfectly successful. It has 
established the fact that tin exists in paying 
quantities, 

American machinery is a century ahead of 
the foreign for treating tia ores. In England 
the ore is impure and takes over 100 steps from 
the time it leaves the mine until converted 
into bar tin and a corresponding force of men, 
women, and children. By our invention only 
four steps are required, including rollers, 
crushers, mica separators, and contractor to 
secure the same results and only four men are 
required, Our miil bas a capacity of 200 tons 
per day. We are building a furnace to convert 
the black tin, or concentrates, into Dars of 
white tin.“ 

Asked about the discoveries of tin in gen- 
eral, Prof. Bailey said: “Tin has been found. 
in many places, but in paying quantities only 
in Dakota. Here are fully 1,000 tedges which 
have been discovered, of which we are work- 
ing over 100 to. develop and secure parents. 
Besides the veins many of the vaileys contain 
tin placers in which biock tin is sluiced out the 
same as placer gold, In fact, gold acvom- 
panies all of these placers. The tin belt is lo- 
cated around the base of Harney’s Peak, 
the highest point in the Hilla, with 
an altitude of 8,443 feet. This mountain is the 
granit core of the Hills. The granit is eicht- 
een miles long north and south by thirteen 
wide east and west.

legitimate trade to handle and keep for sale 
returnable publications, not only to the detri- 
ment of said publications, but also to the in- 
jury of all recognized and responsible news- 
dealers ; therefore, the National Association 
“does hereby advise and recommend to all 
publishers that the return privilege be with- 
drawn and a uniform plan adopted of allowing 
dealers to return 25 per cent of their orders 
and no more’’; algo that publishers refusing 
to accept this plan shall be deemed inimical to 
che best interests of our trade, and their 
publications should be correspondingly dis- 
couraged,”’ Other resolutions set forth that

Boston Firms Heavy Sufferers by the Flight 
of Morton Howard—Talk of a Woman in 
the Case. 

' PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 13.—[Special, |— 

Morton Howard, the wholesale boot and shoe 

manufacturer, who has flown owing from $50, - 

000 to $100,000, had: close business relations 

with balf a dozen Boston firms, and bis credit 

was 60 good in this city that be bad no di- 

culty in raising nearly $20,000 at leading banks 

on promissory notes unprotected by collateral 
witbin three days of bis disappearance. His 
entire stock at No. 110 North Third street was 
carefully removed after the early cios- 
ing of the store Saturday, and was 
sold at auction yesterday. Howard, by 
whose order the stock was removed, 
received in advance most of the proceeds, and 
left tne city. His wife was at a leading sum- 
mer resort, and did not learn until today of 
his flight. She is prostrated with grief. How- 
ard bas been regarded as a devoted husband 
as well as a most successful business-man. 

The firms which will suffer the heaviest losses 

are C. A. Coffin & Co., J. E. Farrar & Co., and 

C. A. Aborn of Boston, and C. H. Nichols of 

Haverhill. The confidence of the manufact- 

urers Was 80 great that all the purchases were 

made on six months’ time. The accounts due 
them are estimated in the aggregate at be 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. 

It is apparent that Howard decided upon 
flight last Thursday. His plans were carefully 


laid and quickly executed, so that no suspicion 


was aroused. He first sent nis chief clerk out 
of town, ostensibly to make small colléctions, 
but in realty to get uim out of the way. He 
then had $3,000 worthof stock removed to 
tbe auction-rooms of Lippincott & Co., 
drew his cash balance from the Mer 
chants’ Bank, and discounted a number 
of small notes. He was last seen 
Saturday noon, and it is considered not impos- 
sible that be sailed for England, bis native 
land, the same day. Among the caliers at his 
office today was bis wife, a pale-faced, intel- 
leotual woman, who came hurriedly from the 
country in response to a friend's telegram. She 
was unable to repress her tears. An effort 
was made to keep from her the knowledge that 
a female clerk empioyed in the retail depart- 
ment had disappearea from der home tne 
morning of Howard's flight ana was probably. 
in his company. Her name is Nellie Miles and 
her acquaintance with Howard had already 
caused trouble.

The Fire in Morris’ Livery Stable.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


THE CHICAGO & ATLANTIC LINE TAKES 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 


It Creates a Pleasant Surprise 8 


Southern Rates—New York Merchants 
Fighting What They Claim Is -Unjust 
Discrimination on Cotton Goods. 


The General Passenger Agents of the various 
roads running east from Chicago held a meet- 
ing yesterday at the office of Assistant Com- 
missioner George H. Daniels for the purpose 
of considering the troubles that have been 
brought about by the cutting of rates to the 
Knights of Pythias conclave at Toronto, Ont. 
As stated yesterday, the Chicago & Atlantic, 
finding that other roads did not achete to the 
agreement, reduced rates to Boston to $17 and 
to New York to $15, a cut of $5. It was found 
impossible to find out at the meeting who was 
responsible for the demoralization in rates. 
The Grand Trunk was charged with baving 
made large contracts at cut rates to the 
Toronto conclave. Being unable to settle the 
matter it was decided to take up the matter 
tor thorough discussion at the next regular 
meeting. This result placed some of the General 
Passenger Agents in bad humor, but their 
wrath was considerably appeased when Gen- 
ra- Passenger Agent Snow of the Chicago & 
Atlantic produced a letter signed by General- 
Manager Broughton, stating that the Chicago 
& Atlantic had decided to become a member 
of the Central Traffic Association (Passenger 
Department). Thereupon Assistant-Commis- 
sioner Daniels sent out the following notice to 


the General Passenger Agents of the roads 


members of the association: 

I have t pleasure in — mepe | you that Mr. 
F. Broughton, General Manager of the Chicago 
& Atlantic, has this day notified me in writing 
that his “ay ome will become a member of the 
Central e Association (Passenger Depart- 
ment), dating from July 10. All east-bound rates 
from Chicago are to be restored tomorrow, and 
no more commissions are to be paid to any 
one directly or indirectly in the City of Chicago. 


East-Bound Percentages from Indianapolis. 

Commissioners Blanchard and Richardson, 
‘who some time ago were chosen by the Central 
Traffic to arbitrate percentages for 
the Indianapolis east-bound pool, have at last 
submitted their award. The percentage on 
dead freight of the several roads is as fol- 
lows: Wabash 9 5-10, increase 3; Bee Line 
29 5-10, increase 5-10; Pan-Handle 19, decrease 
7 5-10; Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & 
Chicago (Big Four) 6, decrease 2; Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Indianapolis 9 5-19, increase 1 5-10; 
Louisville, New Albany & Chicago 5, increase 
2; Indiana, Bloomington & Western 21 5-10, in- 
crease 2 5-10. The Pan-Haudle people at Pitts- 
burg object most strenuously to the big re- 
duction made in its percentage, and they 
declare that they will never submit to 


‘the award. As soon as Mr. Richardson returns 


from Washington, where he went to attend the 
meeting of the Southern Raliway and Steamboat 
Association, the arbitrators will bear argu- 
ments for a rearrangement of the percentages. 
If they decline to reopen the question there is 
likely to be serious trouble, as the Pan-Handle 
bas fared badiy at nearly every point and 
the officials of the company are inclined to be 
troublesome. The dissatisfaction with the 
new percentages at nearly all the pooling 
points is so great that the least pretext may be 
considered sufficient by some of the dissatis- 
fled lines to kick over the traces and renounce 
their allegiance to the new association. 

There is à stir among the freicht agents of 
the Indianapolis roads over the grain movre- 
ment from Indianapolis. The lines carrying to 
the lakes seem to be doing the bulk of the 
business, and it is understood that they are 
making very low rates. One Indianapolis firm 
a day or two ago sold 150,000 bushels of wheat 
consigned to Toledo and it goes at five cents 
per 100 pounds. The all-raiil routes find them- 
seives unable to compete against the rail and 
lake lines, and it is feared that they will soon 
yield to the temptation to cut rates in order to 
break the flow of grain to the lakes. 


East-Bound Freight Shipments. 

The total shipments of dead freight of all 
classes during the last week from Chicago to 
Eastern poluts, through and local, by the seven 
pool lines amounted to 22,074 tons, against 
16,345 tous for the week previous—an increase 
of nearly 6,000 tons. The Lake Shore percent- 
age increased from 3.7 per cent for the week 
previous to 13.1 ver cent, which shows that it 
is no longer suffering seriously from the strike.

Ohio River and Southern Rates. 

At a meeting of tue Chicago and Ohio River 
pool held at Commissioner Richardson’s office 
yesterday the following committee was ap- 
pointed to meet with the Rate Committee of 
the Southern Railway and Steamboat Associa- 
tion at Washington, D. C., July 16, for the pur- 
pose of effecting a settlement of the troubles 
regarding the interchange of tratfic between

Trouble About the Kesting-Piace of the Two 
Crucys. 

New Tonk, July 13.—([Special.|—The Coro- 
ners are disputing as to whom belongs the 
fame and fees attaching to an inquest 
over the remains of Adrian and Lucie 


Crucy, the brother and sister who killed them- 
sel ves Sunday night for fear that one or the 
other might die first and leave the other alone. 
‘Meantime the friends of the dead couple are 
making every effort to find some evidence of 
insanity on the part of one or both of them, 
and thus secure to their bodies that ‘Christian 
interment in whe family plot in Cal- 
vary Cemetery the gaining of which 
was the sole request the suicides made, 
but which the Catholic Church must deny to 
them if it is certain that they were in their 
right minds when they killed themselves. The 
probability seems to be that this effort will be 
in vain, and that the two vacant graves in the 
Calvary plot that were destined to receive the 
last of the race of Crucy will remain vacant 
forever, while the remains of the last two of 
the family wit molder in unbaliowed 
aiien earth The tamily pbysician is 
ready to give a certificate that the 
couple killed themselves while suffering 
from temporary aberration of mind, and 
the Coroner who seems to have the inside 
track for the inquest says that be thinks the 
general principle that everybody who takes bis 
own life is insane will hold in this case, but 
the friends have little hope that such paipable 
evasions as these will avail with the church 
authorities in view of the accumulating evi 
dence that the suicides were the deliberate re- 
sult of along and caretully-considered plan, 
devised by both brother and sister. Investiga- 
tion into the old gentieman’s business today 
confirms the report that it was in a most prose 
perous condition, and that financial reasons 
could bave had nothing to do with his putting 
an end to himself.

O’ Brien, Ed B. Thomas, and George Cecii. The 
committee met immediateiy after the election 
and discussed several propositions from con- 
tractors for building the first section of the 
road.

You know that the street railroad companies 
ought not to pay any taxes to New York. The 
largest tax is paid by them, and who does it 
come out of? Why, the poor people. The 
nabobs don't ride in street-cars; they have 
their carriages or go on the elevated roads. So, 
you see, the poor are paying the taxes of New 
York and the rich are. going scot-free. Now, 
if some of you ‘Wise men of the East who 
come to Albany. every winter to show the 
members and Senators howto run reforms 
would frame laws exempting street railroads 
from taxation and compel them to reduce their 
fares to two or three cents a trip, then the 
public would be benefited and the poor equal- 
ize their taxation with the richer.“ 

The reporter then asked Mr. Sharp in what 
he was at present engaged, and the latter, with 
a smile, replied: I am in the manure dusiness 
up to my neck. I give $1 per year per bead of 
2,000 borses. I press the manure and am sell- 
ing it by the car-load in the Mohawk Valley, 
and I am finding it avery remunerative busi- 
ness. Thirty-five years ago my name was 
used in the play-houses in New York, and I 
am callous, and I don’t care what they say 
about me; tHe only thing is my family seem to 
feel it, and it 1s hard on them. The daily 
papers are not so bad as those picture boom- 
erangs who have no regard for a person's feel- 
mes. N 


THE TUNNEL ORDINANCE, 


What Was Said About It Yesterday—Will It 
Pass Monday Night ? 

Mayor Harrison and the boodle Aldermen 
dévoted most of their time yesterday to taunt- 
ing the minority members with failure to pass 
the amended tunnel ordinance of the Muyor’s 
creation Monday night. The Mayor assumed 
that the boodlers might not pass it in its en- 
tirety next Monday night, that they would 
have time to unite and put up jobs to defeat it. 

Ald. Landon, one of the minority, replied to 
those taucts: Well, the ordinance wiil not 
spoil tor a week. If it was a good thing to pass 
last Monday night, it will bea good thing to 
pass next Monday night.” 

Aid. Dixon said: This assumption of the 
total depravity of the majority by the Mayor 
is nothing new. But I don't believe in it. The 
ordinance will be passed Monday night sub- 
stantially as itis. I am opposed to the option 
clause of the fifth section. iprefer $25,000 a 
year in perpetuity to $300,000, the cost of two 
bridges, down. The Mayor told me last night 
that he agreed with me about this—that he 
thought I was right. I understand he is abus- 
ing the minority today, but why didn't he show 
us bis veto and his ordinance before he sub- 
mitted it to the Council. He showed it to Co 
vin and Cullerton, I understand. The Mayor 
evidently believes that an admixture of buf- 
foonery with demagogy will go down with the 
people. I think he is mistaken. It the totally 
depraved should add bad amendments to his 
ordinance it will become his duty to veto them. 
He can’t escape by abusing men who do their 
best for the city’s interests.“ 

Ald, Campbell had no doubt that the ordi- 
nance would be passed Monday night. A good 
many of the Aldermen who voted for the old 
ordinance wanted to kick the lid off the coffin. 

Ald. Colvin said he would support the 
ordinance as amended Monday night. He 
could not see how any North Side Alderman 
could vote against it. 

Ald. Carney, Deal, Hildreth, Hull, Revere, 
Clarke, and Doerner said they were pleased 
with the ordinance, and would therefore sup- 
port it. It is likely, theretore, to go through 
as it stands next Monday night. Simons is the 
only one who bas an amendment. He wants 
some excuse to square himself.

THE VETO AND THE VICTIM. . 


State Senator Farris of Missouri Announces 
that He Is the Man Accused by Mr. Cleve- 
land of Playing Sore Eyes for a Pension. 
Congressional Record: I hereby return with- 

out approval a bill originating in the House of 

Representatives entitled “An act granting an 

increase of pension to J. W. Farris,“ which 

bill is numbered 6,136. 

The claimant mentioned in this bili enlisted 
in the montb of October, 1861, and was muster- 
ed out of the service in August, 1865. 

In 1881—sixteen years after his discharge— 
he filed an application for a pension, alleging 
that he was afilicted with chronic aiarrhbea, 
contracted in the army, and in 1885 his claim 
was allowed, and he was granted a pension for 
that cause. 

In September of the same year, and after 
this pension was granted, be filed an applica- 
tion for an increase of his rate, alleging tnat 
in 1884 bie eyes became affected in conse- 
quence of bis previous ailments and the debili- 
ty consequent thereupon. 

The ingenuity deveioped in the constant and 
persistent attacks upon the public Treasury by 
those claiming pensions, and the increase of 
those already granted, is exhibited in bold re- 
lief by this attempt to include sore eyes among 
the results of diarrhea. 

I am entirely satisfied with the opinion of 
the medical reteree, who, after examining this 
case in October, 1885, reported that the dis- 
ease of the eyes cannot admitted to be a re- 
suit of chronic diarrhea.” 

On all grounds it seems to me that this 
claimant should be contented with the pension 
which bas been already allowed him. 

GROVER .CLEVELAND.

Republican.|—I hope I may be: pardoned for 
writing this ietter, but the constant reference 
by tus press to the pension bill ia my favor 
recently passed by Congress and vetoed by the 
President, and the gross injustice to me in all 
these publications, seem to demand some ex- 
planation.

A few weeks ago was an honored citizen, 
bold in high esteem by a constituency who 
profusely flattered me with the acknowledg- 
ment that asa Senator I had served them faith- 
fully and well, and I was strongly solicited to 
be acandidate for re@lecuon. Many of these 
people knew the extent of my physical dis- 
abilities, but believed that these infirmities 
were not sufficient to retire me to private life. 
In March last Congressman Bland introduced 
a pension bill for me, and as a truth 1 had 
no idea that such a step was in contemplation 
until the same was published in the daily pa- 


pers. | 

I will here say that. personally, I doubt the 
expediency of the system of special legisiation 
on this subject, and think that the general pen- 
sion laws should be made broad enough, if pos- 
sible, to cover all cases that mignt arise. But 
as the bili nad been introduced, I was inclined 
to consider it as a spontaneous outburst of 
public sympatby, and felt, indeed, com pliment- 
ed by the thought i—even I—had friends 
in Congress who could remember me in the 
hours of adversity. 

Ordinarily it is enough to be a victim of dis- 
ease and conscious of approaching permanent 
disability or early dissolution; but when tnise 
is accompanied with the brutal ex-parte judg- 
ment of a President whom the sufferer had 
aided in electing, the withdrawal of personal 
and political sympathies, and the rude and vui- 
gar taunts of the press, it only faintly illus- 
trates the extraordinary dilema in which I am 
placed. | 

If I had by persistent lobby and personal ana 
political influences secured the ofa 
Dill tor my benefit, there might have been 
some excuse for the severe language used by 
the President in his veto message. When the 
truth is told and the facts admitted, that the 
bill was not iotroduced at my solicitation, or 
even with my personal knowledge or consent, 
lam at a loss to know how a conservative 
public can justify the brutality displayed by 
the Chief Executive of a Government to which 
I gave four years of active military service, 
hazarding life, imperiiling healdh, and making 
myself prematurely old. And yet such seems 
the result. 

One of my competitors, Mr. J. B. Rackliffe, 
possessed of about the same degree of patriot- 
ism that induced Grover Cleveland to hire a 
substitute rather than fight his country’s bat- 
tles, ruled by the same brutal instincts which 
impelled the President to assault me 80 un- 
justly in his message, has gone over the dis- 
trict and covertly—yea, in a cowardly manner 
—used this veto message to manufacture sen- 
timent against me and build for bimselt that 
character and reputation which be had not 
been able to attain save . through the misfor-. 
tune of others. 

Il am content with the defeat which will 
probably come to me, but Il am not content to 
remain silent and be branded by a President— 
even a Democratic President—with having de- 
vised an ** ingenious plan to attack the public 
Treasury.” No man who knows me would 
write such a sentiment, but, sent forth as the 
utterance of a Democratic President, and at a 
time when partisan biindness is so apparent, 
unrefuted, it would band my name down to my 
children as that of an impostor and fraud.

the Aldermen in postponing action 
on the tunnel ordinance Monday night. The 
Aldermen did what any prudent business- 
man under the circumstances would have 
done. It was the hight of impudence for the 
Mayor, who is not a member of the Council, 


to introduce an ordinance in that body and 


attempt to put it through under the whip 
and spur, withont reference to a committee 
and before the proposition could be sub- 
mitted in a printed form to the Aldermen, 
The ordinance is long and contains a num- 
ber of complicated provisions, It is not the 
kind of measure that ought to be adopted off- 
hand on the recommendation of the Mayor or 
any other official, and especially not when 
adoption is urged by Colvin. Its provisions 
should be carefully examined and weighed 
and their probable effect determined before 
they are incorporated into the municipal law. 
Any other course of action by the Council 
would reduce that body to the level of a mere 
machine employed to register the arbitrary 
decrees of the Mayor. Mr. Harrison has 
been in Congress and he knows that it would 
be an unheard of procedure for a legislative 
body to pass merely on the dictum of an ex- 
ecutive officer any measure that had not been 


printed or submitted to members in an au- 


thentic form. The demand of Harrison for 
the instant passage of his lng and clumsy 
manuscript ordinance, after one hurried and 
indistinct reading by the Clerk, was almost an 
insult to the Council. 


NO CHANCE FOR ALDERMANIC MISTAKES. 
Had the Mayor as presiding officer put 
Ald. Wheeler’s motion to pass the tunnel- 
gift ordinance, the veto to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the Council would have voted 
down the motion Monday night and thus the 
matter would have been effectually disposed 
of. The Mayor’s refusal to put the motion— 
for what reason does not appear—leaves the 
objectionable ordinance in the possession of 
the Council and in a position to be again put 
on its passage if the leaders of the gang 
can secure the necessary twenty-four votes 
to carry it. ‘The public’ would look on the 
situation with more complacency had the 
original scheme been put beyond recall. 

But itis hardly possible that it can be re- 
vived after the Mayor’s sweeping veto and 
his scathing denunciation ef its character. 
There may have been some among the twen- 
ty-three who voted for the ordinance Tues- 
day week who could decently pretend that 
they did not fully comprehend its mischiev- 
ous character and the injustice which would 
result to the city fromit. ‘There can be no 
room for misconception now. The Mayor, 
as the chief officer of the municipality, with 
all the facts and circumstances before him, 
has emphatically given expression to the 
public condemnation of the ordinance. He 
describes it as viciously defective, and points 


out the defects in detail, so that the meanest 


Aldermanic understanding may comprehend 
them. The wayfaring Alderman, though a 
fool, need no longer err. The veto gives 
those who may have been misled a chance to 
set themselves right with their -constituents 
and the public which they doubtless will avail 
themselves of. To vote to pass the old ordi- 
nance over the veto now would be to proclaim 
openly that the vote is paid for. Any Al- 
derman who shall now insist upon such a 
course will only make public his perfidy and 
his purchase by the promoters of the scheme. 
If there are twenty-four men in the Council 
willing to proclaim themselves bribe-takers 
the fact ought to have instant publicity. 

The important question to be considered 
is the nature of the new ordinance drafted by 
the Mayor. An effort will probably be made 
to modify some of its provisions in the inter- 
est of the corporation. Sec. 5, which fixes 
the rental or license fee at $25,000 per an- 
num, will be the main point of attack. Mr. 
Yerkes will prefer to build. the two bridges. 
Their cost would not exceed $325,000. The 
$25,000 license fee would represent interest 
at 5 per cent on $500,000—and the company 
can get money for less than 5 per cent. The 
rental would run not only for twenty years 
but as long as the tunnel is to be used, while 
the building of the bridges would end the re- 
sponsibility of the corporation. It might be 
better for the city to have the $25,000 per 
annum without the bridges, except for the 
fact that the city is in no financial condition 
to build the latter. 

Amendments may be proposed that will 
improve the ordinance in other points, but at 
present it seems to protect the interests of 
the city sufficiently. As Ald. Drew sug- 
gested, it may be well to accept without 
conditions a good thing when we can get it. 


THE PARDON OF LEE. 

The President has thus far signalized his 
term of office by the pardon of two notorious 
criminals—the political rascal Mullen in 
Ohio and the financial rascal Lee in New 
York. Of the two men the’ latter was the 
worse. Of the two pardons the latter is the 
more dangerous in its influence. The one 
condoned an outrage upon personal liberty 
and the elective franchise, the other the rob- 
bery of funds held in trust and the impover- 
ishment and misery of hundreds of families. 

Lieut. Mullen of Hamilton County noto- 
riety was a dangerous man only in politics. 
His offense, however, was of such a grave 
character that a Democratic jury did not 
hesitate to convict and a Democratic court to 
sentence him to the extreme penalty of the 
law. He conspicuously represented all that 
is corrupt, dishonest, and desperate in our 
political methods. By virtue of his police 
power he arrested innocent men without 
warrant, and for no offense held them until 


an election had taken place in order to de- 


prive them of their legal right to vote. No 
‘one, even in his own party, who had any 
‘Tespect for law ever questioned the justice 
of his sentence. Upon the eve of another 
election, however, the President released 
him from the penitentiary, and, having re- 
ceived the Presidential indorsement, it is 
not remarkable that he was at once restored 
to his former official position and once more 
became a power in Hamilton County poli- 
tics—a place which he would have still oc- 
eupied had not the popular indignation at 
last swept the corrupt Police Commission 
and its agents out of power. 

Bat the pardon of Lee, the Buffalo bank- 
wrecker, is infinitly worse. His embezzle- 
ment of funds broke the bank and robbed 


hundreds of families of their savings. There 


was no question of his guilt or of the justice 
of his sentence, for no punishment short of 
death is too severe for such a crime. Its 
very prevalence shows that the courts have 
been too lenient-with it. It needed just such 
sentences as those which were upon 
Fish, Ward, and Lee to check the tide of 
‘financial rascality and to recover confidence 
in banks as custodians of the people’s mon- 
ey. Presidential pardon, however, is 

to a rebuke to the court 
which punished Lee. It undoes the work 
of justice. It tends to discourage the 


prosecution of such offenders. It offers a 
premium for financial crookedness. If Lee 
is pardoned, why not Fish? It was certain- 
ly no greater offense to wreck the Marine 
Bank of New York than it was to wreck 
the First National Bank of Buffalo. 


- THE NEW CROP ESTIMATES. 

It is difficult to understand the statement 
published yesterday that the figures of the 
Agricultural Bureau at Washington only in- 
dicated a decrease of about 11,000,000 bushels 
in the wheat yield of the United States as a 
result of the meteorological conditions that 
prevailed during last month. Several parties 
in the trade here tried yesterday to get more 
light on the subject, but their telegrams to 
Congressman Dunham failed of response. In 
the absence of the desired information we 
may note that the bureau admitted six weeks 
ago that its 981¢ per cent for the beginning 
of June represented 150,000,000 bushels of 
spring wheat. It is not open to dispute that 
the July reduction to 83 per cent corresponds 
to a shrinkage of at least 23,000,000 bushels, 
and an allowance of 4,500,000 bushels for 
the-decrease in winter wheat gives a total 
that is far from being represented by the 
11,000,000 which was yesterday stated to be 
the actual reduction. Evidently there is a 
mistake in one of the statements, or the 
comparison at Washington was made in a 
way that ordinary people do not understand. 
The figuring out of the percentages by sev- 
eral parties in this city from the retarns that 
came to hand last Saturday led to sub- 
stantially the same result as given in 
Tae Trrecune—namely: about 422,000,- 
000 bushels for the total crop of the 
United States. That was given as 
the quantity warranted by the re- 
turns dated July 1. Our allowance for 
damage by the severe drouth of the first week 
in this month, and for benefit by subsequent 
rains, was moderate’ compared with some 
other estimates. Our estimate was a maxi- 
mum total of 415,000,000 bushels, with a lee- 


‘way of 25,000,000 in the downward direc- 


tion. The possible minimum of 390,000,000 
bushels is precisely the estimate credited to 
the Prime Burean as a result of taking into 
the account all the advices on the subject 
received up to last Monday. If, however, 
California has raised so much as 70,000,000 
bushels, as reported yesterday, any estimate 
based on previous returns from that State 
should be increased by the excess on the Pa- 
cific coast. 


FALSE FRIENDS OF IRELAND. 
There is considerable difference of opinion 


among the Chicago land-leaguers. Mr. Doolit- 
tle Jr. at one of the Sunday meetings of the 
branches said there was no reason to doubt 
the ultimate triumph of the Gladstone home- 
rule program, which he compared to the 
Mosaic law. Mr. Finerty, however, referred 
to the Parliament proposed by the Gladstone 
bill and accepted by Mr. Parnell as trem- 
bling, ragged, and red-nosed”; one that 
would be spurned by a Grattan and spit 
upon by an O'Connell.“ Other arguments 
than those of reason were suggested to es- 
tablish Ireland as a distinct nationality.” 
Mr. Fitzgibbon is apparently dissatisfied with 
the Parnell party. More uncompromising 
leaders are needed than they now have to 
espouse the cause in whose success they are 
laboring, in Mr. Fitzgibbon’s judgment. Mr, 
Holloway, an English friend of Ireland,“ 
suggested dynamite as an argument.“ and 
Mr. M. P. Brady held that the money con- 
tributed in America for the Land League 
had been spent in vain. If we want to 
obtain any redress for Ireland it must be ob- 
tained by force,” said Mr. Brady. I do 
not believe in Parliamentary agitation be- 
** cause 1 see that it is a waste of time and 
“money. . . The sword is the only 
** means to be employed.” 

Only one speaker, Mr. Fitzgerald, dis- 
sented from those opinions, and yet there is 
little donbt that Mr. Fitzgerald speaks the 
sentiments of 99 per cent of the Irish people 
of Chicago when he says that they have not 
lost. faith in Parnell and his colaborers, and 
that more can be accomplished by agitation 
than the sword. The speeches were deliv- 
ered from the Land League platform. Every 
extreme expression in them will probably be 
quoted as arguments against Gladstone and 
Parnell by Lory and Whig opponents of 
home rule, 

The remarks are scarcely justified by 
temporary disappointment at the result of 
the elections which, if they mean anything 
mean that the home-rule cause has made 
remarkable progress in Great Britain, where 
already 1,200,000 voters have cast their 
ballots in favor of a statutory Parliament. It 
took fifty years’ agitation in England to 
abolish the Corn laws, and fifty years to pass 
the first Reform bill. The home-rule agita- 
tion in Britain is not yet six years old. 


BOYCOTTING UNDERTAKEBRS. 

The action of the New York Undertakers’ 
Association, which we presume is a branch 
of the National Association, as illustrated in 
the case of the Wilson funeral, reported in 
the last issue of Tux Trisune, is of so out- 
rageous a character that the grand jury 
ought at once to proceed against them. In 

lef, one of the members of this association 
had been employed to bury the deceased 
Wilson, but finding that the widow could not 
pay him at once he took out the ice in 
which the body was packed, removed the 
body itself from the coffin, and carried the 
latter back to his shop. Not content with 
this, the association sought to prevent the 
burial of the body by Undertaker Caden, 
who was willing to do it on reasonable terms, 
though he finally accomplished it under ar 
assumed name. Very properly, Mr. Caden 
has gone before the grand jury and told his 
story, and if the grand jury does its duty 
those who have interfered with him will 
soon be on trial. 

The case is que of more than local interest. 
It grows out of the action of the National 
Association of Undertakers, which met in 
Philadelphia last fall and determined to check 
the growing tendency of the public to reduce 
the expenses of funerals by banding together 
and establishing a tariff of prices. To carry 
out this conspiracy they boycott every under- 
taker who cuts under the prices and every 
manufacturer who sells supplies to under- 
takers outside the association. Mr. Caden 
is one of this class. He has only been able 
to obtain his supplies under an assumed 
name, and his attempts to accommodate the 
public at reasonable rates have subjected 
him to constant. persecution and the 
comparative

of this.conspiracy. The public is the prin- 
cipal sufferer. The object of this association 
is to prevent people from ‘economizing in 
fw@feral expenses. It will readily be seen 
that they are helpless in the premises unless 
the courts come to their relief. They can- 
not say they will not patronize undertakers, 
for, alas! people must die. However unde- 
sirable coffins may be they must be had, at 
least until cremation comes into general use, 
and even then they may need protection from

birth any cheaper, and in the competition of 


fashion there is no disposition to practice 
economy in the bowers of Hymen. People 
are willing to make lavish appropriations 
for these two events, but it is not in 
good taste nor does it measure the 
extent of grief for the departed to squander 
money needed for the living in mortuary ex- 
penses, This is the view now generally | 
taken. The public has wisely come to the 
conclusion to economize, and it has the right 
to do so.. The. mere fact that death is a 
necessity offers no excuse for the under- 
takers’ conspiracy. If there are undertakers 
outside of the association who are willing to 
bury us without bankrupting our survivors 
they should be allowed and encouraged to do 
so, and if their mercenary associates inter- 
fere with them the courts should promptly 


step in and protect both them and the public. 


THE DECAY OF NEW ORLEANS. 

There would seem to be at least one 
prominent exception to the rule of awaken- 
ing business activity in the United States. A 
New Orleans paper prints a table showing 
that the eight leading banks of that city have 
as immediately available assets a total of 
$12,264,000, while their deposits aggregate 
only $14,193,000. The former item does not 
include some $8,760;000 of time loans, real 
estate, and other assets. The meaning of 
these figures is that it is almost impossible 
to lend money in New Orleans on good 
security, because there is no borrowing in- 
ducement in the shape of a prospect that it 
can be used with profit, though the rate of 
interest is down to a low figure. This 
state of things is said to be without a paral- 
lel in the history of the city, and one may 
suppose that the condition of affairs could 
not well be worse. It is all the more singu- 
lar as the Southern papers of the last few 
weeks have had a great deal to say about the 
industrial development of the South durmg 
the first halfof 1886. But the areas of in- 
creasing activity are far removed from Lou- 
isiana. For the fourteen States a total of 
$63,518,000 of new capital was invested in 
the last six months, against $36,534,000 in 
the corresponding time last year; but. Lou- 
isiana only reports $1,202,000 now, against 
$1,407,000 then. The largest gains in this 
direction, stated in their order, are Arkan- 
sas, Kentucky, Tennessee,- and Virginia. 
They are chiefly in iron and its kin- 
dred industries, and in the extension of the 
port of Newport News. Both, bat especially 
the latter, are rather antagonistic to New 


| Orleans than helpful to it, and there is really 


much less room to hope for the future of the 
city in a business sense than a few years ago. 
It would be too cruel to hint that the Eads 
jetties are hastening the decadence which the 
railroads began, but the former are certainly 
inadequate to compensate for the diversion 
of business from the Mississippi River route 
which has been effected by the iron rail 
within the last few years, The transverse 
lines running East and West have built up a 
powerful competition with the lake route to 
the seaboard, but they prove.a far more for- 
midable rival to the transportation of produce 
on the Lower Mississipp!, and the latter may 
be said to be dead beyond hope of resuscita- 
tion except as a matter of local trade. 


THE INTRICACIES OF THE BOYCOTT. 

‘The retail venders of Ehret’s beer in New 
York are in a bad fix. The Central Labor 
Union boycotted the beer, and now the prin- 
cipal brewers in and around New York have 
determined to boycott the retailers who re 
fuse'to buy Ehret’s beer. 

At a meeting of the brewers last Friday it 
was suggested that other brewers might take 
Ehret’s beer and furnish it to customers; 
but this it was found would not work, as the 
transfer of large quantities of beer from one 
brewery to another could not be effected 
without the knowledge of the Central Labor 
spies, since most of the brewery hands are 
members of the union. The retailers are 
consequently boycotted on both sides. Their 
customers refuse the beer they .offer, and 
they are unable to provide any other. The 
Central Labor Union in the meantime has 
been congratulating itself that the boycott is 
a success. 

Saturday, however, District-Attorney Mar- 
tine began an investigation into the charac- 
ter of this boycott, and the probability is that 
the boycotters will be brought up with a 
roundturn. He will undertake to prosecute 
them for conspiracy if Ehret’s business can 
be shown to have been injured, as he holds 
that they conspired to injure it by the crim- 
inal process of intimidating Ehret’s customers. 

Meanwhile, on the principle that it is an 
ill wind that blows nobody good, the ale and 
porter brewers are pushing their products 
through the boycotted beer saloons. Here, 
again, the difficulty is complicated by the 
fact that the saloons are as a rule controlled 
by the beer brewers by means of loans and 
mortgages made conditional upon the sale of 
their respective brands. 

The boycott as recently practiced in Amer- 
ica by foreign laborers is apparently a wrong 
which can be corrected only by the law. 


NO PAUPER EDUCATION NEEDED. 

In his speech accepting renom ination Gov. 
Hughes of Arkansas made the statement 
that his State was doing more for free- 
school education in proportion to taxable val- 
ues than any other State in the Union.” The 
figures sustain the assertion, as Arkansas 
last year expended $729,168 for teachers’ 
salaries and other school expenses, bullt 
twenty school houses at an average cost of 
$11,000 each, and had $469,837 left in the 
school fund. The Governor further stated 
that school money is raiséd in His State by a 
poll tax of $1, in addition to which a tax of 
50 cents on $100 of valuatiop can be levied 


by vote of the school districts, and that this 


further sum is voted every year by nearly 
all the districts. ‘The more the Southern 
States are heard from as to school prospects 
the more incomprehensible becomes Senator 
Blair’s proposition to supply that section with 
free education. Carrying coals to New- 
castle would appear profitable in comparison. 


TWO OF CHICAGO'S BRANCH CITIES. 

It is not many years since Kansas City in- 
dulged in a fever of joy over the establish- 
ment of packing-houses there: by Chicago 
firms, and predicted that at no distant day 
the whole business of hog packing would 
have been transferred thither from this city. 
It was not far from that time that 
similar expectations were indulged in with 
regard to East St. Louis, and now the people 
of Omaha have caught the infection. ‘They 
have it that the establishments of Armour, 
Nelson Morris, Libby.. and others.in the 
dressed-beef business are to be given up in 
Chicago and reopened at what forms the 
initial point of the Union. Pacific Reail- 
road. It matters not that the parties 
named emphatically. deny having taken any 
steps towards such a transfer, or having any 
intentions to move. Omaha is jubilant, and 
they say the price of. corner lois is going up 
at a rate which would have made the heart of 
George Francis Train jump for joy had it oc- 
curred when he was dabbling ‘in real ‘estate 
there. It is not impossible that some of the 
persons referred to or others will ultimately

The heat of 
the court is terrible, and the attitude 
of the public is turbulent and disrespectful. 
The second day of the trial Lorenzetti was sud- 
denly seized with apoplexy and carried out of 
the hall foaming at the mouth. The next day 
the public interrupted the proceedings so inde- 
cently and showed such hostility to the pre- 
siding Judge that the court had to be cleared. 


The Cholera Record. 
Rome, July 13.— The cholera returns for to- 
day are: Brindisi, 147 new cases, forty-eight 
deaths; Fontana, seventy-three new cases, 
twenty-six deaths: Latano, thirty-three new 
cases, tweive deaths; San Vito, seventeen 
new cases, four deaths. 

The most marked features of the cholera epi- 
demic are the extreme severity of the cramps 
in the stomach and the rapidity with which 
deatb follows the onset of the disease. in 
many cases the patients expire within an hour 
after the beginuing of the attack. Cholera is 
spreading inthe villages around Trieste and 
Fiume, in Austria. Both those cities have been 
surrounded by cordons and direct communica- 
tion by train has been stopped.

Buried Without a Permit. 

F. Raddatz, an undertaker doing business at 
No. 748 North Paulina street, was made an ex- 
ample of yesterday by the Health Department. 

Justice Harry Hammer 
and fined $10 and costs for burying the body 
of a child without first obtaining a permit from 
the health authorities tor that purpose. Tne 
facts of the case are these: July 5 a little girl 
named Martha Gatzmann was burned 
to death at her residence, No. 769 Elk 
Grove avennre, and the following day the 
undertaker, F. Raddatz, applied for a permit 
without producing, as the law requires, a 
physician's certificate as to the cause of death. 
Dr. Tomlinson of the Vital Statistics Depart- 
ment refused to issue the permit and referred 
the case to the Coroner for Investigation. In 
the afternoon of the same day the Coroner 
went to the residence of the decensed for the 
purpose of holding an inquest, but was in- 
formed that the body had been buried. He 
reported these facts to the Health Commis- 
sioner and an investigation developed the fact 
that the child had been buried before the un- 
dertaker applied fora permit, which was en- 
tirely contrary to law, and Mr. Raddatz was at 
once cited to appear before the Justice, with 
the result above stated. The death of the 
child was afterward discovered to have been 
accidental and nothing criminal in the case 
was developed, but Dr. De Wolf is determined 
that the laws of the Health Department shail 
be observed, and ne will prosecute every un-

The Extravagant Use of Water. 
Superintendent Hand of the water office is 
determined to prevent the reckless waste of 
water on the part of the citizens. In addi- 


‘tion to insisting upon the observance of the or- 


dinance in regard to the use of hose and lawn- 
sprinklers during the day, Mr. Hand will at 
once institute a house-to-house inspection of 
the large office buildings in the business part of

City Engineer Artingstall says that Chi- 
cago uses very nearly as much water as the 
City of London, whict bas a population of over 
4,000,000 people, and there is no excuse for 
such extravagant use of water, particularly 
when the residents of other sections of the 
city are deprived of water above the second 
floor during several days a week, which causes 
great annoyance and additional labor to the 
sufferers.

The First Brigade Encampment. 

The official announcement of the encamp- 
ment of the First Brigade at Camp Lincoin, 
near Springfield, has reached the different 
regimental headquarters in the shape of Gen- 
eral Order No. 8, calling for the assembling of 
the several regiments and commands at their 
armories early in the morning of July 17, next 
Saturday. In accordance with the letter of in- 
structions from the Commander in-Chief pay- 
rolis will be made out for six days’ service, 
but arrangements have been made for sub- 
sistence and other necessaries, so that any of 
the commands wishing to stay eight 
days can doso. This u molustve ot travel 
to and from home stations. The troops 
are ordered to wear dark blue blouses, light 
blue trousers, white belmet, and white gloves, 
and will carry a clo.bing-bag, canteen, and 
haversack, with overcoat and fatigue-cap 
rolled inside the clothing-bage. No camp sut- 
ler will be provided, but regimental com manda- 
ers can provide sutlers according to the regu- 
lahons. Pursuant to orders, leaves of absence 
to officers or furloughs for enlisted men will 


not be granted during the encampment, and 


no transportation will be turnisbed for men 
except as they travel to and from camp with 
their commands. Transportation, pay, and 
subsistence will be furnished for two cooks or 
servants foreach company and three for regi- 
mental headquarters. The policing of the 
camp will devoive upon the separate commands, 
and the respective camps are ordered to be in 
perfect order for inspection Sunday. In order 
to accomphsh this transportation will be fur- 
nisbed for small details from each command 
to go in advance to prepare the camp. 
Col. Clowry Enters a Denial. 

“There is no truth in the dispatch published 
in the morning papers about an intended 
strike by employés of the Western Union Com- 
pany at Omaha or other Western points, said 
Superintendent Clowry of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company yesterday, We have a

A VERY NEaT LITTLE SCHEME. 


How It Was Proposed to Furnish at Least 
One Unbiased“ Juror in the Trial of the 
Anarchists—The Ninth Man Secured es- 
terday. 

State’s-Attorney Grinnell, his assistants, and 
the several detectives aetailed from the city to 
the State’s service during the Anarchist trial 
and investigation held a conference yesterday 
noon over a somewhat sensational statement 
brought to their ears. The information was 
that a few days ago two business-men and a pro- 
fessional man calied upon John Long, the man- 
ager of the Park Theatre, and offered him 
$2,000 to secure a juror for the Avuarchist trial 
who would pledge an acquittal, The offer was 
accompanied by a copy of the following day’s 
venire, and during the succeeding week the 
same relative document was furnished 
to Long. It was proposed that be should se- 


lect approachable men from the list of sum. 


moned jurors which, from his vast acquaint- 


ance in the city, they deemed him amply capa- 
ble of doing. The corrupted juror would be 
instructed in his responses to the challenges, 
and could thus only be rejected peremptorily. 
It was reasoned that one of a very few such 
“unbiased” candidates would be retained 
and a disagreement, at least, attained. It is 
supposed that Long declined the project and 
gave the State information, although Mr. 
Grinneli refused to talk about it. 

A reporter called at the Park Theatre yes- 
terday afternoon only to learn that, by 
1 strange coincidence, Mr. Long 
left that morning for Dakota and the date of 
his return was a matter of uncertainty. De- 
tectives are in search of the two business-men 
and the professional man (a lawyer), but the 
degree of their information upon their identi- 
ties is not known. No small item of Mr. Grin- 
nell’s annoyance in this matter is to learn how 
the copies of the venire were obtained, if such 
was actually the case, and some active inves- 
tigation will certainly follow these disclosures. 

The ninth member of the jury to try the 
Anarchists was secured yesterday afternoon. 
His name is A. H. Reed, a member of the firm 
of Reed & Sons of Reed’s Temple of Music, No. 
136 State street. Mr. Reed was born in Bos- 
ton, Mass.,.and is 49 years old. He is married, 
but has no children. He said he was a free- 
thinker, not believing in the supernatural or 
in inspiration, but notan atheist. He resides 
with bis wife at No. 8242 Groveland avenue, 
and has been in the music business 
in Chicago tor the last twenty-tbree years. 
Mr. Reed said he was not prejudiced against 
organized labor when it did not nave for its 
object the undermining of the law of the land, 
but he was /prejudiced against ne walking 
delegates ’’ sent out to shops by the unions to 
compel men to quit work. He bad no opinion 
as to who were responsible for the haymarket 
murders. He was not a member of any asso- 
ciation of furniture manufacturers, Mr. Reed 
is an active man, weighing about 135 pounds. 
The top of his head is baid and shiny from the 
forehead to near the base of the scaip, with 
the scant bair around the lower part of the 
sides and back of his head cut short. His hair, 
which has been biack, is almost entirely gray, 
and he has full iron-gr whiskers and 
mustache, neatly cropped. His forehead is 
bigu and the top of his bead slopes from the 
apex to the hat-girth circle. He has dark, 
heavy eyebrows, straight nose, nearly im a 
line with the surface of the forebead in a pro- 
file view, ears rather long from top to bottom, 
and set parallel to the nose. His skin is clear, 
his eyes jet black, and bis lips red. He has a 
quick, energetic mannér. Mr. Reed was 
dressed yesterday ina neat black suit, fine 
button shoes, checked whitish necktie, and 
standing collar which met and overlapped in 
front. He wore a gold ring on one of his soft 
white fingers and a gold watch- chain hung at 
bis vest. 

At the forenoon session the State’s- Attorney 
tendered with Mr. Reed P. A. Valentine, as- 
sistant bead clerk in Phil” Armour’s estab- 
lishment; D. W. Burchard, a dealer in novel- 
ties; and William Hayden, a member of the 
Sixth Presbyterian Church, as a panei accepta- 
bie to the State. Hayden and Valentine were 
excused and Burchard was peremptorily chal- 
lenged. 

At the afternoon session the defense accept- 
ed Mr. Reed, and tendered with him as a panel 
Charles F. Heimuth, a florist; John B. Greiner, 
clerk for the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad: 
and J. H. Purdy, traveling salesman. Mr. 
Helmuth was excused for cause, and Mr. 


Purdy and N. T. Mersh were peremptorily 


chalieaged. Greiner was kept in the chair, 
and the other twu seats were filled with Rob- 
ert J. Hobbs and George H. Quinian of Evans- 
ton. The court then adjourned, and Mr. Quin- 
lan was allowed to go home to Evanston to 
have a sore finger dressed by his physician, but 
under instructions not to talk about the case 
or read the newspapers.

JUDGE TULEY GIVES AN IOWA LAWYER 


A SEVERE GOING OVER. 


J. M. Jones’ Desire for an Accounting in 
the Des Moines & Minneapolis Railroad 
Case Is Not Gratified—A Receiver Ap- 
pointed for the Dalziel Printing Com- 
pany—A Kansas City Man Wants a Lease 
Canceled—Various Estates—Items. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided the 
case of J. M. Jones against John B. Alley, a 
bill fer an accounting. It was charged that in 
1879 Alley bought up the floating debt of the 
Des Moines & Minneapolis Railroad, amount- 
ing to about $250,000, and obtained a majority 
of the stock. An issue of bonds for $406,000 
was made and sold to Alley for 76 cents on the 
dollar, and he floated them at par, clearing 
$100,000, which was divided between himself 
and two others. Jones claimed Alley was a 
Sstockhoider and gouid not make any profit for 
bimself, but must divide it with the other 
stockholders. 

The Judge in deciding the case scored Jones 
severely. He said that after the sale to Alley 
the stock appreciate rapidly and Jones sold 
520 shares to the Northwestern Road for $115 
a share. Soon after Jones began bringing 
suits against Aller on the purchase of the 
$406,000 of bonds, but they were dismissed by 
the President of the company. The North- 
western also had been sued and to buy its 
peace bought Jones’ stock. Jones subse- 
quently offered to settle for $2.000 and then 
for $1,000, and then caught Alley in Chicago 
and filed the present bill. At that time be had 
just one share of stock. The theory oi the 
bill was that Alley was manager and agent of 
the company, was a trustee, and was both 
buyer and seller. * 

Jones bad sold his sbares before bringing 
bis suit, and there was no proof to show he had 
any equitable or legal right to have this one 
share issued. it was not necessary to place 
the decision on the ground that Jones was not 
a stockholder. The evidence showed he 4as- 
sented to the sale, and was director, treasurer, 
and general solicitor of the road afterward. 
His approval of the scheme was iu writing and 
read to the directors. That letter had disap- 
peared. Not only this, but Jones also subse- 


quentiy voted in favor of ratifying the sale and 


issue of bondstoAliey. Jones had no standing 
in court except by mght of the company to re- 
dress a wrong done by the officers of the corpo- 
ration because those in control of the corpora- 
tion had refused to bring suit. What equity had 
the corporation? What wrong or grievance to 
redress? There was no proof the bonds were 
worth par; on the contrary, 76 cents was a 
fair price. Alley was in no sense the agent of 
the corporation nor under any moral or legal 
obligation to do as much as he did. The des- 
perate efforts and desperate means resorted to 
by Jones to gain” hig suit were shown by his 
bold attempt to impose false evidence on the 
court by trying to prove that Jones’ letter of 
assent to the sale was forged by Alley and 
Jones’ pame signed to it. 


The court had received from an anonymous 


source since the trial a letter containing ex- 
tracts of newspaper articles refiecting on 
Alley. Jones was a lawyer, and the court had 
no reason to doubt but what the letter em- 
anated from him in some way, either directly 
or indirectly. The suit, if not brought for 
purely malicious motives, was brought entire- 
ly for speculative purposes, and would be dis- 
missed at complainant’s costs. 


The Dalziel Printing Company in the Hands 
: of a Receiver. 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by Charles H. Aldrich of the iaw firm of 
‘Cratty Bros. & Aldrich against the Dalziel Na- 
tional Printing Company, to foreclose a mort- 
gage for $49,339.69, exeeuted July 12, 1886. To 
secure the indebtedness the company con- 
veyed to Aldrich the premises at the corner of 
Quinvy and Dearborn streets, together with all 
the personal effects, including presses. Va- 
rious parties are suing the company, and to 
save himself Aldrich wants his mortgage fore- 
closed. By consent Davison Daiziel was ap- 
pointed receiver for the concern by Judge 
Tuley in bond of $20,000. 


Only a Matter of Form. 
A bill was filed in the Superior Court yester- 
day by William M. Taber of Kansas City against 
the Chicago & Western Indiana Rallroad to 


.compel it to cancel a lease. He says that in 


April, 1885, he and George A. Schenck opened 
negotiations with the road for a lease of cer- 
tain rooms in its depot, but the company 
wanted $666 a month rent, and Taber finally 
gave up the scheme. Schenck, however, took 
a iease, and the coumpany induced complainant 
to sign it, representing it Was a mere matter of 
form. He signed, but the company refused to 
release him, and instead sued him for back 
rent.

Washington Letter to Cleveland Leader: 
Washington is noted for its brainy men. It 
ought to be more noted for its brainy women. 
Our National Capital has more sharp, business, 
money-making femaies in proportion to its 
gize than perhaps any city in the world. Its 


women get better salaries, do higher classes 


of work, and are further advanced in all the 
attributes of modern civilization than those of 
any other city. In the Govergment depart- 
ment alone between 4,000 and 5,000 women 
are employed, and these do the work which 
two decades ago was considered only possibie 
for men. Some of these women are 
translators in the State Departments. 
Some are examiners in the Patent-Ofiice, 
end a large number hold other posiuons 
where the work requires a good educa- 
tion, a bright intellect, and a careful judg- 
ment. Mary of them have to answer letters 
zu which they must judge as to the legality of 
pension cases brought before them, and others 
have responsible positions in the Treasury and 
Post-Office Departments. 

Women make the best clerksin many de- 
partments of the Government service. They 
are more, prompt in their attendance than 
men, and are, as a rule, more conscientious in 


doing their work. As copyists and amanuenses 
they are usually neat and exact, and as type- 


writers they surpass the other sex. As count- 
ers of money and covnterfeit detectors they 
are far superior to men. They can count faster 
than men, and the most expert among them can 
tell a bad bill by feeling it with her eyes shut. 


Quite a number of women in the Treasury— 


and there are about 1. 400 employed here— 
have very responsible positions. Once is a law 
clerk in the Internal Re venue Department, and 
she can prepare a brief equal to that of almost 


any lawyer of the Capital. In the Navy De- 


partment there are women who do drafting in 
the drawing of the plans of ships, and in the 
‘major part of the Dead-Letter Office business 
is done by women's fingers. 

The bigbest salary received by a woman clerk 
im Washington is $1,800 a year, and one of 
those is the law clerk of whom 1 have just 
spoken. Less than a score receive $1,600 per 
annum, but aiarge number get $1,200, and 
bundreds are paid $1,000 a year. Mere cop;- 
iste receive often as low as $720, and there is a 
large class of women who work bv plecework.

A WIDOW IN THE FI£LD. 


Col. Wintersmith Suddenly Loses the House 
Bounty to His Son James. 

Wasnineron, D. C., July 10.—I[New York 
Worid,}—Last January a resolution was offered 
in the House by Mr. Reagan authorizing the 
payment of $3,000, or one year’s salary, to the 
heirs at law of the late James G. Winter- 
smith, Doorkeeper of the House of 
Representatives, together with $500 funeral 
expenses.

lution was tramed by young Wintersmith’s 
father, the well-known Col. Richard Winter- 
smith, who, as named ju the committee’s re- 
port, was the ouly legal representative of the 
deceased son. Co). Wintersmith was yesterday 
given a certificate from the Department of 
State authorizing the payment of $3,500, which 
he presented in great polished Kentucky style.

“My son was never married,“ said the 
Colonel.

But 
bly there is nota worse paid branch of 
female labor existing than making neckties of 
all descriptions, The making of veck- 
tles is a trade, and one requiring 
rapiaity, exactness, and extreme neat- 
ness and not a little taste. It takes a long 
time to become expert, and few ever do attain 
the degree that comm ads a living remunera- 
tion. The trade is learned in most instances 
through the following routine: A person—and 
there are very many who do this—will adver- 
tise to teach necktiemaking, also Teck and 
puff scarfs, at a reasonable price; and many 
of them also promise to secure profitable em- 
ploy for those who learn. The fee is 85 in ad- 
vance. The learner is conducted to a work- 
room, when the $5 has been duly paid, and 
given a seat among other learners. For the first 
week the novice must rip up old scarfs and 
ties that look as if they bad been fished from 
ash-barrels. The linings of these are saved 
and used afterward. The second week is 
given to slip-stitehing the linings and wadding. 
The third to sewing up the ordinary cravats, 
aud then as many more as the girl is wiliing to 
give to the woman who manages the piace are 
occupied in making up ties of all kinds, Which 
she takes in from deualeis, but the learner gets 
nothing for her labor. In some instances the 
husbands of these women sell the neckties. - 

It really does not require, even for the dull 
est, over one week to learn all that can be 
taugut. The rest comes by practice. When 
the mistress sees that her pupil is becoming 
restless she sends her to one of the bouses 
which give out their work. It must be under- 
stood that the learner bas beeu led to believe 
that she can earn $10 and $12 per week if she 
is expert. 

These dealers, who only manufacture and 
sell very ordinary goods, hire the new recruits, 
and the first thing they have to do is to sit 
down and make a sample. Sometimes they 
bring samples of their work, but the dealers 
prefer that the samples be made before their 
eyes for two reasons—first, to satisfy them- 
selves of the capacity of the person, and sec- 
ondly, the sample is never paid for and in 
a year the amount saved is quite worth 
the trouble. If the sample suits the girl 
gives her address and references, and 
gets a half a dosen or a dozen ties to make, 
which she can take home with her. When 


taste are brought back they are examined one 


by one by a lynx-eyed person, and if one only 
is not just right, she gets no pay for all until 
that one is altered and made exact. If a girl 
gets ten gross of one kind to make, every one 
must be the exact counterpart of the other 
without a shade of difference, or she gets no 
pay whatever until all are arranged to suit, no 
matter how much she may need it. 

The work is cut out br professional cutters, 
and the applicant.for work gets all tne neces- 
sary adjuncts for each style of cravat she is to 
make, all cut smooth and exact, but no more, 
each dozen done up in separate packages. The 
ordinary neckties, made of satin and crossing 
in front, have first & leatheret strield in which 
is fastened a long needie. A piece of cotton 
flannel ie laid over this and then the satin or 
silk. The pieces which lap over this are eight 
in number and consist of, first, satin outside, 
cotton flannel, buckram, and satin or silesia 
for linmg. The band which passes around 
the neck is made of satin outside, satin lining, 
a tin which is sewn to a piece of Duckram and 
pasted inside the band. This tunen has to be 
slip-stitched and carefully pressed, and the 
band has to be turned, a tiresome job on ac- 
count of ive narrowness. The Teck and puff 
scarfs are very much more difficult to make 
and more nicety of work is demanded of the 
workers. In most of the factories there are 
girls with machines who do what machine work 
is required on each tie of whatever class they 
make, and these are given to. such women as 
bave no machines of theirown. Of course the 
difference of labor is deducted from the pay. 

The forewomen have the giving out of the 
work in the most of the factories, though in 
some men do, and in some again there are 
hands employed in the building, generally in 
those places that manufacture the very finest 
work. In those places the expert hands are 
kept constantly, but in all of them the work 
is “*plecework,” and they are only paid for 
what they do—not by the day. In those and 
second-class, and. in fact, all the other estab- 
lisiments, the forewoman has all the power 
and she can give more work to one, 
less to another. or none at all just 
as suits her, and there are many of them 
who exact of the giris a small percentage on 
all the work they give on condition that they 
are to be Kept constantly employed, and 80 
many an eager searcher for work is turned 
away in slack times, and the others get a full 
complement where there should be a fair d- 
vision. o When girls and women are waiting 
for work they have to stand in a line, and the 
stronger ones force the weaker back when 
the bundles arrive, and they frequently 
leave the most needy no chance to 
get a few dozen ties, when, perbaps, 
that little amount would have kept them 
from starving. In one place, a basement, 
there is nearly always a card out stating that 
they want Help. and there is a crowd 
there always seeking work. This firm makes 
the boxes also that hold the ties, and they keep 
many girls working on machines. The woman 
told me that she stood ia line one day from 9 
o'clock in the morning until 3 in the afternoon 
before she got to the forewoman, and bad her 
work examined, and got her money and other 
work—the best part of a day every week, when 
every Working hour counts. 

Another, an artist, whose pame should be 
better known than it is, who is now sickly and 
poor, and past the age that can strike out anew 
after crushing loss, and who has had to de- 
vote all her best energies to earning her bread, 
works in one of the factories and she sars 
with her best endeavor she can only earn but 
50 cents a day, but she is tbankful to be abie 
to do that, as it leaves her early morning free 
and she paints till time to go, and then by the 


„few remaining minutes of light at night, and 


she is considered expert on that fine class of 
work, onlz not so rapid as are younger work- 
ers. She receives from 35 to 50 cents per 
dozen, though some kinds are paid for at 75 
cents, but the extra work balances matters. 
She says that no one where she works earns 
over a dollar a day and many less than herself, 
all working equally hard. 

Another began with cheap grades of percaie 
scarfs and was paid 45 cents a gross—tweive 
dozen—and from these she changed to Teck 
and puff scurfs, but the result was about the 
same. She rose in the morning and 
work at 6, and worked with balf an bour at 
noon and one hour at 6 in the evening, until 
12 every night. Being a good sewer and hav- 
ing ber own machine she averaged $7 per 
week. She worked until she broke down un- 
Ger sucha strain. The poor little artist-work- 
er cannot live long and work as she does and 
support such privations. 

labor of making these scarfs would be 
li@bt were it not that it isso badly paid as to 
render it necessary to labor constantiy, and 
the amount of work is always uncertain. For 
some unexplained cause the handling of the 
satig sees to wear away the skin on the ends 
of the fingers, and many of those who make 
satin ties have the ends of their fingers so sore 
it is torture to work. They bave to keep bowls 
of strong alum water to dip their fingers in to 
barcden them, and the work is also very trying 
to the eyes and the nerves. There are about 
2,000 women and girls who make their living 
by this trade, but itis a very poor one. The 
price ranges for the work from 45 cents, and 
some even deciare they get but 35 cents. per 
gross up to $1.25 per dozen for the very finest 
work for the best houses;

|. STYLES IN JEWELRY. 


VALUABLE’ GEMS: BECOMING MORE 
FASHIONABLE FOR GENEBAL WEAR. 


Chains That Are Worn—The Brooch Gain- 
- img in Popularity—Scarf Pins Having @ 
Great Run—New Studs and Sleeve-But- 
tons—Silver Bells—The Primrose Pin—. 
Banugles—A Variety of Other Jewelky— 
George W. Childs’ Dinner-Table Siiver. 
The leading new York jewelers’ magazine 
furnishes descriptions of the latest designs in 
fashionable adornment. For July the follow- 
ing comprises the most important part of its 
installment: 

One bas but to use bis eyes to see how 
rapidly the fashion for all sorts of personal or- 
naments has spread, Eighteen months ago 
gem ieweiry was worn in profusion only on

. full-dress occasions, but this limitation no 


longer holds. During ithe season just passed 
ladies bave appeared at theatres, concerts, and 
other places requiring ordinary street attire, 
wearing solitaire earrings, gem hairpins, and 
diamond bracelets. One of the handsomest 
bracelets seen last month was at the theatre. 
It consisted of a double row of large, clear 
diamonds and equally fine rubies. 

Walle the queen remains the popular chain 
for ladies’ wear, other styles are permissible, 
especially if these be out of the ordinary. A 
unique chain seen recently consisted of two 
slender strands made up of alternate links of 
gold and platina, and barred off, here and there, 
with apearibead, This chain was tne length of 
the usual fancy vest chain, with aswivel at one 
end and a bar at the other. 
To the delight of everybody, the brooch or 
round pin, while steadily gaining in popularity, 
has not interfered with the bar pin, which con- 
tinuesin favor everywhere; it has simply 
given the manufacturers one more variety of 
neckpin to make, and the ladies one more 
style of ornament to wear. The fact that a 
lady possesses a lace pin does notin any wise 
do away with the necessity of a bar pin: these 
are so diverse in fashion that they cannot 
conflict. 

A novel and very beautiful brooch seen re- 
cently had a moonstone for its centre, and 
from this radiated numerous gold threads in 
curved lines that made the brooch nearly 
round in shape, and at the end of each gold 
thread quivered a tiny diamond. A popular 
brooch is one of the many forms of gold knots, 
chased, plain, and set with gems. ery popu- 
lar, 100, ace the flower brooches; sometimes a 
cluster, often a single flower; sometimes en- 
tirely of gold, again enameled or set with 
gems. A-silver pin that bas proven very ac- 
ceptable is the clover leaf in enamel, that ex- 
actly similates the natural leaf in color. A 
new gold brooch, just introduced, is in the 
form of a large knot or coil of gold in the open 
or pierced work. 

Searf-vins are baving a great run now 
among lady patrons. The present style of 
dress, that requires a white shirt front and 
high linen collar with sailor-knot tie, is not 
complete without a pretty scarf-pin thrust ia 
one corner of the tie after the fashion prevail- 
ing in gentlemen’s neckwear. This new de- 
mand in scarf-pius has called out some exceed- 
ingly pretty patterns. One is the clover-leaf 
in three small but bright diamonds, or a 
elover-leaf of tricolored stones. ‘nen there 
are little gold stars that owe their twinklmg to 
a tiny diamond set in the centre. Newest of 
all are the gem cluster-pins. A popular one is 
a carved moonstone set round with small dia- 
monds. 

Before dropping the subject of ladies’ attire 
must be described the new studs and sieeve 
buttons just introduced to wear with the sum- 
mer dresees that require the white shirt or vest 
fronts. These buttons are of silver, enameled 
to represent, both in texture and color, fice 
white linen, with little polka dots of biue or 
pink. The first ones were imported, but but- 
tons and studs of home manufacture, equaily 
dainty and effective, are now in the show- 
cases. 

A new feature in silver jewelry consists of 
lace-pins, sleeve-buttons, and studs set with 
moonstones. In some cases the moonstoves 
are of natural color, in others they are tinted 
a delicate pink or blue. An attractive lace-pin 
in silver represents au old ina sign, from one 
end of which swings a tamp of, moonstone set 
in silver. 

Bar-pins and bracelets made of a combina- 
tion of metais, including gold, silver, and cop- 
per, furnish attractive orpaments in rococo 
style. 

Bouqguet-pins in gold or silver always find 
some demand in cities, but in this country are 
as yet confined to the use of the ladies. In 
Paris gentlemen, however, are wearing gold 
and silver safety-pins for fastening a flower in 
the buttonhole. Our jewelers think that when 
any jewelry is worn at the buttonhole it will 
be the primrose pin. 

A pretty conceit in silver neck pins is that 
which takes on the form of a single flower, 
in the heart of which appears double fancy 
stones. Those stones are so set that by 
touching the stem of the flower the centre is 
reversed. This arrangement furnishes virtually 


two pins, as with each change of the centre 
| the stone changes. 


A favorit bangie consists of numerous slen- 


der gold or silver wire circlets, no two of 
whieh are decorated 
“eighteen or twenty-four of these are worn on 


alike. AS many as 
one arm, each one independent of the other, 
not being connected in any way, but hanging 
loose around the arm. 

Silver belts, also leather belts with silver 
trimmings, are in demand for summer wear. 
An English style is represented by a plain 
broad silver band in satin finish. The new- 
est thing seen in this line is a belt consistmg 


of sections of fine leather joined with silver K 


links and having on either side a number of 
siiver-chains. Attached to these chains are 
divers articles, useful and otherwise, of silver 
and decorative in effect. One seen had a sgii- 
ver purse, a card-case, tablets, a whistle, a 
pin-cushion, and a smeiling bottle. 

A novelty just out and likely to take with 
everybody who affects English fashions is the 
primrose pin, which comes asa neck pin for 
ladies’ wear and a boutonniére for gentiemen. 
This is of silver, enameled to copy exactly the 
flower from which it takes ite name. Its or- 
igin is, as has been intimated, English, and of 
political significance. The primrose, being the 
late Disraeii’s favorit flower, was adopted 
by his admirers and followers, who 
first wore the natural bloom and this 
was accepted as the badge of the Prim- 
rose League Club. Naturally this flower, 
later on, was copiedin jewelry, and English 
men and women took it up. When Miss 
Frank Folsom returned from abroad it was 
whispered that she bad brought back a prim- 
rose pin. One enterprising reporter claimea 
even to have agen it on the neck of that gray 
traveling dress so often described. One can- 
not always depend on what newspaper report- 
ers say, but this much is known: the ladies 


and dudes in New York, for some reason, want 


the primrose pin, and one manufacturer has 
been sufficiently enterprising to meet the de- 
mand with the exceedingly attractive little 
flower ornament described. 

Among Other enamels now fashionable are 
transiucent enamels showing wunderfully clear 
and perfect greens, reds, blues, and other hues. 
This style of enamel is especially effective 
when a powder of rose diamonds is added to it. 

In these days an important feature of the 
house beautiful is the dining-room and its 
furnishings.

Harper's Weekly: Missouia! the land of 
trout, the paradise of the disciples of Izaak 
Walton, with the limpid, icy-cold waters of its 
streams rushing down from the mountain sides, 
now roaring and foaming over the rocks, now 
gliding, smiling, and sparkimg where the sun- 
light strikes through the green meaauws, wind- 
ing in and out, until, with glad leap and joyous 
tossing of little crests of silvery foam, they 
rush to the embrace of heir big brother, the 
“ Hitter Root. 


The day 1s still young as our party, four of 


us, seated in, or rather on, a ** buckboard” 
drawn by two stout bronchos, as the native 
horses are called, drive out of one of the gates 
of the military post here to try our luck in one 
of the littie mountain streams. Well equipped 
in long rubber boots and canvas suits, we are 
a rough looking lot; but in this country, and 
indeed anywhere else, your true angier is a 
thoroughly practical person, and pays but lit- 
tie regard to appearances.

Mr. Chamberlain, who 
is cOmmonly thought of as a young man, and 
whom a certain fellow-feeling makes Lord Ran- 
doiph greatiy admire, is 49. Lord Rosebery 
runs Lord Randolph hard iu vivacity, but be is 


member; today he is one of the six biggest 
political menin the country. Once when he 
was contesting his ancestral seat at Woodstock 
it wap actually charged against him that, 
though he bad been in Parliament for six 
years, he had been a silent member. In 
twelve great divisions ne nad only voted once; 
and it was clear, they said, that he was a legis- 
lator who required long -periods of rest, and 
who might properly, therefore, be consigned 
to seclusion by his constitueats. That was in 
1880. Since then he has deposed a leader, rev- 
olutiogized a party, presided over a depart- 
ment, and established a claim to the reversion 
of the Tory Premiership. 

The secret of Lord Randolph's success is 
very simple; he has always known exactly 
what time of day it is. Nooneeven among 
the rails has seen more clearly than he, 
and on his own side no one but he has seen at 
all whet the era of democracy means. This is | 
one of the many points in which Lord 
Randoiph’s youth has been so much in his 
favor.| The old Tory gang grew up under 
otber conditions and were only with great 
difficulty educated up to the light. Lord 
Randolph was born politically under Mr. Dis- 
ruelfs star and began his education 
where) his colleagues left off. He bas 
bad hard work, therefore, in bringing up 
to date alike the policy and the tactics of his 
partyin the field of policy by formulating the 
creed of Tory democracy, in that of tactics by 
subordinating the interests of the old country 
gang to the newer Toryism of the towns. The 
means which Lord Randolph adopted for se- 
curing these ends have shown an equally keen 
appreciation of the factors and forces in mod- 
ern life. The centre ot gravity has shifted 
nowadays from the Parliament to the plat- 
form. The actor who aspires to dominate the 
stage must play not to the occupants of the 


parliamentary stalis but to the public 
gallery. Now, as every patron of 
the transpontine drama knoows, there are 


two sure ways of bringing down the house— 
one is to appeal to the higher moral senti- 
ments, the other to use a great many big. 

big Ds.“ Lord Randolph has gone in for the 
big Ds. No invectives have been too violent 
for him, no personalities too rank, no exagger- 
ations too excessive, and the result is that no 
one is more popular than he with the canaille 
of politics. His earlier style of controversy— 
alike in politics, in the papers, and on the plat- 
form—seems to have been dictated by a con- 
stant desire to meet a demand to “give it 
"em bot, Randy.“ Indeed, in one of his char- 
acteristic outbursts of frankness be told his. 
young friends at Cambridge that throughout 

his public life be bad feit it to be expected of 
him to “ornament nis discourse by every 
variety of vituperation.’’ It is very seldom 
that be bas fallen short of what be thus ex- 
pected of himseif, and frieads and foes have 
been lashed with the most unsparing impar- 
‘tiality. It might be imagined that the tirade 
against Mr. Gladstone in the noble Lord's new 
election address represents the ve plus ultra of 
Randolphian abuse; but a colleetion of his pri- 
vate sayings about his colleagues—tbose with 
whom he still works and those whom he has 
kicked up-stairs—would beat it hollow. Lord 
Randolph is no respecter of persons, and that 
is one reason why be is so great a favorit in 
the prize-ring of politics. Some one was once 
lamenting to a scion of some nobie house the 
degeneracy of aristocratic morais, and the loss 
of influence that would ensue therefrom. 
My dear sir,“ replied the noble Lord, im- 
morality is the one connecting link between 
the highest and the lowest classes. One de- 
tects something simular tothis poiat of view 
in Lord Randolpb’s political speeches. The 
mob rallied to “Sir Roger because he was at 
once a Baronet and a butcher. In the same 
way they might reasonably be counted 
on to like a Lord all the better for 
indulging in the tastes of the gin-shop 

and the mauners of the musio-ball. Unchari- 
table critics have put all this down to innate 
depravity on Lord Randolph's part, for be has 
been fortunate among other things in exciting 
a great deal of animosity, without which no 
politician counts in these days. At his last 
election at Woodstock he was opposed by a 
whoie army of earnest young Radicals as a 
prutest against his “deliberate lowering of 
the tone of public ite.“ But what was poor 
Lord Randolph to do when the other avenue to 
political popularity—the high mora! line—was so 
exciusively occupied by the leader of the rival 
political company? Mr. Gladstone monopolized 
the torce of morality in ‘politics; it only re- 
mained for Lord Kandoiph to see how far 
brutality would go. He has, however, taken 
woudrous kindly, it must be confessed, to the 
part—so much so, indeed, that for a long time 
most of the world thought there was nothing 
else in him. This impression was very largely 
of Lord Randolph's own making. He is not 
one of those who wear their beavy weights on 
their sleeves. He is fond of posing as a man 
who takes life very easily. and with whom 
politics is only a tiresome  interrup- 
tion to the smokmg of cigarets. The 
ideal life, he once remarked, is to 
stay in bed through the day reading and 
dozing, dine in slippers and dressing-gown in 

the evening, and us soon as convenient there- 
after go back to bed. There is a certain super- 

Heal resembiance between Lord Randolph 
Churchill and Lord Rosebery. They both of 
them bave the undergraduate weakness of 
liking to appear as if they took very little 
trouble, and cared less, about their work. By 
this time people have found out that they were 
quite mistaken in Lord .Randoipb, and that, 

although he does not exactly sqprn delights, he 
is quite as capabie as other public men 

of living laborious days. Besides his innate 
quickness to seize points of controversy 

and appreciate the significance of facts, he has 
acquired strong habits of industry, and nas 
none of that incapacity of detail which was 

the weakness of his great exempiar, Lord 

Beaconsfield. But Lord Randolph has by no 

means kicked down the ladder by which he 

rose to notoriety, and no doubt we shall have 

plenty of outbursts of frank brutality from 

bim in the coming campaign. If be meets 

Mr. Gladstone in fair fight one day he will hit 

bim bard under the belt the next. The habit 

of blasphemy soon becomes a second nat re. 

Lord Randoiph Churchill is the Dr. Jekyll and 

Mr. Hyde of modern politics. — 

His enemies, indeea, say that he bas no po- 
litical principles at all. This is not quite cor- 
rect. Lord Randolph isa democrat who finds 
himself compelled by circumstances to play 
the game of politics on the Tory side. He bas 
done his best to reconcile the contradictions of 
his position. Itis not his fault if democratic 
principles have sometimes to go to the wall 
before the necessities of the Tory game. Peo- 
ple say he bas shown leanings towards bome 
rule; that may be, but bow could he be expect- 
ed to continue along a line when he found that 
it would leave him without a follower? Others 
have seen some inconsistency in his attitude 
towards the allotment scheme; but ther they 
have not to reckon, as be bas, with the 
scruples, and even the superstitions, of the 
Tory party about property. Lord Randolpa 
was born a Tory, and in blaming bim for re 
maining one people forget the advice which 
Dean Stanley used to give to young broad 
churchmen in trouble about their souls; stay 
where you are, he would say; a church is more 
easily reformed from within tban from witb- 
out.” BEilijah’s mantle fell upon Lord Ran- 


“tI have tried every formof ex- 
citement in my time,” be once said, “trom tip- 
cat to tiger shooting, but there's nothing line 
an exciting div:sion in the House. Mr. Giad- 
stone is a fox who bas somehow or other to be 
run to ground. No one is a greater admirer 
than Lord Randolph of the Grand Old Fox's 
gumeness; and be was fairy wild with delight 
when be was in at the death last year.

ter of fact, we do not remember that he has 
ever attempted to defend bimself, and this is 
perbaps one of the most decisive marks of his 
cleverness. It was not Gladstone’s insult to 
Austria that damaged bim so much in Eu- 
rope,“ said a diplomatist once in Lord Ran- 
Golph’s hearing, “but it was bis apology.’’ 
Lord Randolph has taken the moral to heart, 
and goes on his way witbout explanations, 
apologies, or recantation. If he ever wants a 
reasoned defense of bis conduct, we commend 
to him the following passage in the works of a 
modern moralist: **You may occasionaliy 
have heard it stated of me that I am rather 
apt to contradict myself? I hope I am exceed- 
ingly apt todoso,. I never met with a ques- 
tion yet of any importance which did not need, 
for the right solution of it, at least one positive 
and one negative answer, like an equation of 
the second degree. Mostly matters of any 
consequence are three-sided, or four-sided, or 
polygonal, and the trotting round a polygon is 
severe work for people any way stiff in their 
opinions.“ 

Political rigidity is a thing from which Lord 
Randolph is entirely free. and the immunity 
has given him an undeniable advantage as the 
free lance on the Tory side. In the coming 
fray, however, he will for the. first time speak 
with the responsibility of one who has been 
a Cabinet Minister, and who, t his party wins, 
will become one again. He was only at the 
India office seven months, but he mavaged in 
that time to leave behind bim a distinct im- 
pressiou for the industry, decision, and grasp 
which go to make a successful admin- 


istrator. Mr. Matthew Arnoid once said 
of him that be was conspicuous for 
“vitality, audacity, apa a spirit of revolt 


against used-up routine; but office has a 
wonderfully sobermg effect even upon the most 
boisterous spirits. Already, since he attained 
to Cabinet rank, Lord Randolph has contrived 
to be occasionally dull; it may still come to 

that he will become habitually serious. 
If so, it will be an event of first-rate impor- 
tance. At the present moment Lord Randoipb 
Churchill is one of the disturbing forces in 
English politics. The Tory party cannot do 
without bim, and they know it; but 
they are terribly uneasy as to what be may 
do with them. And meanwhile his presence 
among them is a standing obstacle to coalition 
with the Whigs. The caif, the young lion, 
and the young fatling will never lie down to- 
ether, so long as it would be “ the little child 
from Paddington” who would iead them. If 
the little child were ever to become a man and 
once and for all to put away childish things, 
the course of English politics would become 
perhaps a little slower, but certainly a great 
deal smoother. This is why Lord Randolph's 
behavior is one of the chief elements’ of per- 
sonal interest in the coming fray. N 


THE DWYERS’ SPLENDID LUCK. 


Their -Winnings This Season: Oer #100,- 
000—Advantage of Putting Up Big Stakes 
-W. L. Scott's Mistake. 

New York Tribune: The Dwyer Brothers 
have already won over $100,000 in stakes this 
year,-and the raemg season can be said to be 
only fairly begun. They will undoubtedly win 
an unprecedented amount for an American 
stable, but will not equal the winnings of 
some English owners. The reason of this is 
not that they have not just as good horses, but 
because at present American stakes are not 
as large as English ones. Jockoy. clubs 
bere are taking a step in the right 
direchon, however; they are increasing 
the amount of added money to an extent that 
iseven considered by the more conservative 
of the members to be inwise. The conser- 
vative members consider it recklesness, but it 
is not. By making the added money large a 
greater number of entries are made and the 
stakes amount to so much that it will be to the 
intereat of foreigners to bring their horses 
here to contend for them. What would so stir 
the blood of an enthutiastic horseman as to 
have English cracks come here to strive for 
some of the rich stakes? Sectional feeling 
always draws a crowd. Pit the East 
against the West, as in the Parole-Tom 
Ochiitree-Ten Broeck race at Baltimore. 
the Harry Bassett-Longfellow races, the Miss 
Woodford-Freeimnd races of last year, and the 
Troubadour race of this year, and great crowds 
are always the result. These crowds would be 
as nothing if only the pick of the English stock 
could be brought over to contend for some of 
the rich prizes now about closing. Fresh 
biood is needed in American turf enterprises. 
There is money in a good racing stable, and 
unfortunately in a poor one under certain cir- 
cumstances. There is sure to be many acces- 
sions to the turf resulting from large amounts 
of added money. Some will be beneficial, some 
will be otherwise. What are wanted most are 
men who run their horses for glory as well as 
for money. 

The sweeping success of the Dwyer Brothera, 
nevertheless, is likely to have a discouraging 
effect for the present. It really looks as if 
they would sweep everything before them. 
They deserve it, however. Where are there 
two young meu in this country who would 
bave dared to put up $70,000, as they did, for five 
borses at the Rancocas sale? W. L. Scott bid 
$28,500 for Dew Drop and then quit. He is a 
millionaire many times over. The butcher 
boys of Brookiyn are not, but they secured 
the filly for $29,000. Dew Drop was worth it. 
Mr. Scott could have afforded to buy her, 


even if he had to raise the Dwyers 
many thousands more. He owns the 
next best filly of the year, Charity. 


Then he has a good colt in Quito, but the $29,- 
000 filly of the Dwyers can kuock them out in 
the first round apy time. Neglecting to buy 
Dew Drop 18 not the first time that W. L. Scotc 
has made a serious mistake in his sbort turf 
career. He could have bought Miss Woodford 
as a2-year-old for much less than she was 
worth, taking her runnimg even that year as a 
criterion. Friends that were entirely disinter- 
ested advised hum to buy Miss Woodford then, 
but he did not heed them. Byron McClelland, 
his trainer, was exceedingly anxious that be 
should buy Dew Drop at almost any price. 


Again he did not heed. , As time rolls on Mr. 


Scott will probably grow to be a wiser turf- 
man. Such opportunities as be has had should 
not be passed by. 

The Dwyers’ luck has been unprecedented. 
They bought Luke Blackburn as a 2-year-old 
of J. T. Williams. Sensation was then running 
and swept everything before bim, as Tremont 
is now domg. Sensation’s feet proved de- 
fective, and he could not stand training as a 
8-year-old; so Luke Blackburn virtually had a 
walkover for rich stakes. In Bob Miles Maj. 
Williams thought be bad a second Luke Black- 
burn. The Dwyer Brothers liked the colt and 
offered $10,000 for him. The offer was not ac- 
cepted. Bob Miles as a 3-year-old was a disap- 
pointment, and it was lucky for the Dwyers 
that they did not get him. Joe Cotton, the 
bookmaker, bought Tremont at one of the 
Kentucky sales of yeariings. The idea of 
forming a racing stable was only faintly de- 
veloped in Mr. Cotton's mind at that time, and 
the Dwyers bought Tremont of him at the 
same price at which Mr. Cotton bid him off at 
auction. Bookmaker Cotton nas since formed 
a racing Stable, and, as he has passed the me- 
ridian of life, itis safe to say he wili never 
own another Tremont. During the summer 
the Dwyers will not only race at Monmouth

Successful Treatment of This Painful Disease 
by Massage. 

Prof. Max Schüller of Berlin, is convinced 
(Deutsche Med. Wochensch., No. 24) of the super.

THOSE GIANT HORSES. 


The Percherons at Home and the Great Con- 
test Tha t Is Going On Over Them. 
NoGent-Le-Rorrovu, France, June 23. — 


olis, was the exhibition of Percheron horses 
at Nogent-le-Kotrou, whieh is the business 
centre of the Percheron region. — 

Thore were in the neighborhood of 400 stall- 
ions and mares in the show, and never in the 
history of the Perche had there been such an 
exhibition either as to number or quality. 
As the borse bas been the life and wealth of 
the region all the energies of Nogent-le- 
Rotrou were exerted to do him bonor 
on this occasion. The entire business 
of the old town of 17,000 inhabitants 
was suspended, and thousands of francs were 
expended in the decorations of the streets and 
public and private residences. The principal 
streets were spanned with triumphal arches, 
backed with French and American flags (for it 
is especially for the American market that 
these horses are bred), and above one arch was 
the amiable inscription: 

Honneur & la Republique Americaine. 

At least two miles of the principal streets 
were ornamented with branches of evergreen 
planted like trees, only four or five yards apart, 
on either side ot the street. and from these 
evergreens were wires bearing Chinese lanterns 
two feet anvart, while the houses were similariy 
strung with lanterns. On three or four of the 
principal squares wany cart-loads of sand had 
been dumped and shaped into artificial flower 
beds, in which pots of flowers were pianted 
bere and there. The enthusiastic decorators 
contrived fountains with beautiful sprays of 
water playimg over the sham flower-beds. 
Sunday afternoon the French Minister d’ Agri- 
culture arrived, and was received at the sta- 
tion by two regiments ofinfantry and a cavalry 
escort, with eight bands of music. He was 
thus conducted to the show, and the prize 
horses were led out before bim, and then in tne 
evening he was banqueted at che Hotel de Ville. 

There were about 300 men at the banquet 
(no ladies), including the Minister ot Agri- 
culture, the Prefect of the Department, who 
ranks with the Governor of a State in America, 
the sous-prefect, a Senator, and several other 
State officials. At the table of Americans I 
noticed the following well-known importers of 
French horsers: Messrs. Case of Minnesota, 
Jobnson (the buyer for Mr. Dunham of 
lilinois), Degan of Llinois, Bowles ot Wiscon- 
sin, Ritter of Springboro, Pa., Peterson of 
Minnesota, Jolidon and Fulton of Illinois, Ben- 
net of Topeka, Kas., Farnham of Michigan, 
and others. The banquet was given at the 
expense (by no means slight) of the Percheron 
Society. 

These great breeders and buyers of French 
horses are still divided in a bitter contest 
over the question of the old Percheron stud- 
book and the new French stud-book. At pres- 
ent there is but one stud-book, the Percheron 
stud-book, which has been in existence be- 
tween two and three years. No horse is eligt- 
ble to registry in this book uniess it has been 
actually born within the Percheron district, of 
Percheron sire and mare. Even it a Percheron 
mare shouid toal while outside the Percheron 
district, and the colt was known to be by a 
Percheron registered stallion, that colt could 
not be registered in the Percheron stud-book. 
Therefore, only horses actually born in Perche 
can have a regularly registered pedigree, for 
there exists no other French stud-book. This 
confines the buyers who desire to ship authea- 
tic stock to America to Perche, and gives to 


France. | 

This bas made the fortunes of Percheron 
breeders and excited the jealousy of the breed- 
ers of Normandy and Boullonais borses, who 
now are beginning to be aroused in their in- 
terests. Finding that their clamoring to be ad- 
mitted to the Percheron stud-book is of no 
avail, they are striving to start a rival stud- 
book. Hence the controversy. 

The Minister of Agriculture compietely ig- 
nored the new book and praisea in high 
terms the wonderful improvement which the 
show demonstrated bas been effected in the 
Percheron horse, especially since the breed 
has been kept within itself by the rules of 
the Percheron stud-book. This is a great vie- 
tory for tne Percherons. In this contest the 
urht is Perche against ali the rest of France 
united. 

A good Percheron brings from $1,000 to as 
hich as $9,000. The rivals of the Percheron 
stud-book make the claim that, while there 
are as good horses in the Perche as in any 
other part of France, and even better ones 
than io any other part, yet there are not enough 
to supply the demand in America, and by re. 
son of the exclusiveness of the Percheron stud- 
book and the limited supply of the Percheron 
borses buyers are compelled to pay double 
and treble for a Percheron borse what they 
must pay for an equally good horse born our 
side of Perche. They claim that all Frenob 
horses come from exactly the same breed, and 
that these local names signify nothing. These 


cept as to the latter. 

The Percheron theory of breeding rests upon 
„ inbreeding,”’ as opposed to crossing. The 
Percberon atallion is often bred to his own dam 
or sister. While crossing will sometimes pro- 
duce good colts, they claim that a horse which 
has been the result of long-continued inbreed- 
ing in the same family bas a greater power of 
transmitting his good quatities to bis progeny. 
Hence the noticeable improvement in the 
Perchesons since the stud-book confined the 
breeders to the narrow limits of the Perche, 

And, further, it is claimed that there are 
| certain chemical properties in the soil of 
Perche which, taken into the system of 
borse through the pasturage, produces bone 
and muscle, and that a colt born of Pereberoa 
parents and not raised on Perche pasture, 
while it will be superior to alt other draught 
horses, will not be equal to one raised in 
Perche. 

The business of importing French horses to 
America has made wonderful advances during 
the last few years. The first French horse im- 
ported into the United States for breeding was 
taken there by Edward Harris of Moorestown, 
N. J., in 1889. He then took one stallion 
two mares, from which the famous 
Philippe was produced. But the first exten- 
sive importations were made in 1851 by Dr. 
Brown of Circleville, O., and by the Fultingtons 
of Union County, O., who bad brought from 
France Louis Napoleon. This when a
